STATEWIDE REVENUE

Representative(s) HERBKERSMAN proposes the following amendment:

New:

118.nr. (SR: Nonrecurring Revenue) (A) The source of revenue appropriated in

subsection (B) is nonrecurring revenue generated from the following sources:

(1) $28,496,108 from Fiscal Year 2016-17 unobligated general fund revenue as
certified by the Board of Economic Advisors;

(2) $10,183,789 from the Litigation Recovery Account;

(3) $6,000,000 from the Litigation Recovery Account;

(4) $4,526,031 from the South Carolina Farm Aid Fund Lapse;

(5) $7,879,103 from Fiscal Year 2016-17 (X440) Excess Homestead Exemption;

and
(6) $6,640,817 from Fiscal Year 2016-17 (P400) S.C. Conservation Bank,
Subfund 45D7 Carry Forward.

Any restrictions concerning specific utilization of these funds are lifted for the specified
fiscal year. The above agency transfers shall occur no later than thirty days after the
close of the books on Fiscal Year 2016-17 and shall be available for use in Fiscal Year
2017-18.

This revenue is deemed to have occurred and is available for use in Fiscal Year 2017-
18 after September 1, 2017, following the Comptroller General’s close of the state’s
books on Fiscal Year 2016-17.

(B) The appropriations in this provision are listed in priority order. Item (1) must be
funded first and each remaining item must be fully funded before any funds are allocated
to the next item. Provided, however, that any individual item may be partially funded in
the order in which it appears to the extent that revenues are available.

The State Treasurer shall disburse the following appropriations by September 30,
2017, for the purposes stated:

activities on beaches damaged by the storms. Local governments and state agencies
shall make application for renourishment funds on a form and in the manner prescribed
